GALLOWS DEATH 
FOR FITZGERALD 


Tiny Janet’s Slayer 
Makes Forgiveness 
Plea in Court. 


Thomas R. Fitzgerald was sentenced 
yesterday affernoon by Judge Robert 
BE. Crowe to be hanged on 17 for 
son, 

Morbidly ‘ourtous men and women 
filed the courtroom. The parents of 
the victim sat Withih a few feet of 


Other than to mumble that he “was 
sorry,” the murderer betrayed little 
feeling. Nevertheless, the séehé was 
not lacking in drama. 

“Thomas R. Fitzgerald, stand wp,” 
said the judge. Fitzgerald had fin- 
ished telling his own story of the slay- 
ing—a story that coincided with his 
original confession—and the closing 
pleas had been made.

MR. GARY SHQULD SPEAK OUT. 

Mr. Gary, asked for a statement Monday and 
again yesterday, answered: “There ig nothing to 
say.” 
Morgan approving his atand. 

We trust this dees not indicate or imply Mr. 
Gary’s conception of the situation or of his own 
responsibility toward a public deeply interested and 
directly concerned. Mr. Morgan's approval is im- 
portant, we realize. Financial support is one of 
the vital factors in the situation, especially if the 
strike should ramify into other industries. If the 
strike ia conceived ap aimply @ trial of strength, 
one might say of brute strength, between the steel 
corporation and certain of its employés, with their 
respective allies, there might be “nothing to aay.” 
and the moving up behind the line of the Morgan 
reserves would speak louder than words. 

‘The steel strike is a good deal more than that, 
and there is a let to say of what it is and signifies. 
There can be no such trial of strength as is now 
proposed in one of the basic industries of the coun- 
try without affecting ly or indirectly, but very 
vitally, every man and woman—yes, and every 
child—in the country. 4 

In the first place, steel means railroads, and rail- 
roads mean transportation, and transportation 
means food and fuel and clothes and pretty much 
everything we live by. St@el means building. It 
means ships and trade. Stee] means half a million 
men at work and their families and many more 
men and families in oceupationg affected di- 
rectly or indirectly. To paint a picture of what 

1 means is to paint a picture of the nation at 
work, from the Sicilian track laborer on the right 
of way to the great financier in his offices in New 
York or London or Paris or Berlin. 

When we say steel is a basic industry we ought 
to visualize the whole huge material structure of 
modern society. Perhaps there is only one industry 
clearly more basic, more wholly essential, and 
that, of course, is farming. But steel represents so 
much of what we live our modern life by that when 
you shake steel the whole of our 
living totters. 

So when there begins’ a struggle for the control 
of steel we are all shaken; we are all vitally con- 
Cities, with all they mean to civilization, 
cannot live without steel because steel] means mod- 
ern transportation, and modern c‘ties cannot exist 
without modern transportation. the farmer 
the modern farmer, cannot live without steel. Was 
it not the Communist Ma to that declared that 
the distinction between city country must go? | 
Steel has been abolishing that distinction. Trans- 
portation, ileddcanen, and machinery, the rail- 
road, the telephone, the reaper, the automobile—all 
are working more powerfully than any human 
revolutionist to bring this about. Steel is the 
power. Thp control of steel means eventually con- 
trol of the industrial and economic organization of 
society. 

We are all interested in the control of gteel. 
Does the farmer, the workman on other occupa- 
tions, the clerk, the professional man, do all of us 
want steel to bé*gentrolled by the present capital- 
ist @irection or by labor leaders in control of tht 
workers? 

We do not expect Mr. Gary to enter upon a gen- 
eral exposition of the merits of, capitalism or a 
philosophic defense of the institution of private 
property. But certainly the action he hag taken in 
meeting the issue raised by Fitzpatrick places him 
in a place of leadership, and the public will look 
to him for the authoritative expression of the case 
‘or the corporation. It is recognized that Mr, Gary 
represents one side of a great public issue. He 
should frankly, fully, and forcefully’ state jt, and, 
we think, not merely as it involves his corporation 
but asg@git involves that of all employers and our 
general scheme of American life. 

We have before us a “basic” question, one of 


the most important the American people have ever 


had to face. In the end the decision means a choice 
between the American system and the Russian, in- 
dividual liberty or “the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat.”” This may seem a violent conclusion, but 
it lies ahead of the course on which Fitzpatrick, 
Foster, and. the radical leaders are trying to lead

The American people ought to do some serious 
thinking in these days on these questions forced 
upon them by radicals and aliens. Is the American 
system worth keeping? Are American ideas ag

which have built the America of our day offer us 
ail as good a prospect as the theories which Europe 
has buen forth*in the last century?

: Too Many Officers. 

That the department is topheavy, 
overburdened with useless officers, and, 
on the whole, inefficiently administered, 
were facts disclosed which are now in 
the hands of Mayor Thompson. It 


was definitely learned yesterday that 


the mayor favors a complete reorgan- 
ization of the entire department, and 
will support the introduction of an 
ordinance which will accomplish the 
following things: 
1. Abolish the fire prevention — 
bureau, which is said to duplicate 
the work of the building commis- 
sioner’s office. 

_2. Abolish the positions of the 
six assistant fire marshals, one of 
whom draws a salary of $5,000 a 
year and the others $4,000 a year 
each. 

3. Cut in two the number of bat- 
talion chiefs, of whom there are 
thirty-three drawing $3,300 a year. 

4. Abolish one of the two staffs 
of officers which at present admin- 
ister fire department _ stations 
where there is both an engine and 

a truck, or where there are two 

engines. 

Bureau Held. Useless. 

The staff of the fire prevention bu- 
reau costs the city in salaries $28,500 
a year, which, together with the serv- 
ices of thirty-five firemen permanently 
assigned at $1,800 a year each, brings 
the total to $91,500 annually. 

This office, the civil service commis- 
sion has found, does not justify its 


existence, and has been the cause of 
general dissatisfaction. While it ap- 
proves or disapproves all building 
plans, its edicts are not final, as the 
building department must finally ap- 
prove. Since neither department 
would approve plans which are not in 
aceordance with the. city ordinances, it 
is held there is a needless duplication 
of work. 


To Reduce Assistant Chiefs. 


It will be recommended that all as- 
sistant fire marshals be reduced to the 
grade of battalion chiefs and be placed 
on active duty. This course will fol- 
low the precedent established when 
the office of “inspector ” was abolished 
from the Chicago police department. 
The civil service commission has found 
that the office of assistant fire marshal 
is without “administrative efficacy.” 
This step will cut $25,600 a year from 
the city pay rolls. 

Battalion chiefs are “stepping over 
themselves,” the civil service commis- 
sion has found, and half of the existing 
number can gafely be reduced to the 
rank of “ effectives.” | 


To Abolish Double Staffs. 
As a final measure the double staff 


system will go by the boards. At pres- 
ent where a fire engine and a truck 


ere is a complete set of officers for 
each outfit. One of these is totally un- 
necessary, it hag been found. There 
are sixteen houses at present which 
have two sets of officers, . 


While the report does not touch di- 
rectly upon the administration of Fire 
Chief. O’Connor, department control | 
will be more centralized under the pro- 
posed new system of a™ministration | 
and a strong hand will needed to 
guide it.
